spending money through his sprinting ac- 
tivities. After his graduation from high 


school he taught school in order to earn 
money to help defray his dental college 


expense. 

He was graduated from St. Louis Uni- 
versity in 1912 and first practiced his 
profession in the southern part of Illinois 
—Litchfield and Mt. Vernon. He moved 
to Chicago in 1922 and opened an office 
at 63rd and Halsted where he developed 
a very busy practice. He later moved his 
office to the Medical and Dental Arts 
Building in Chicago’s Loop where he con- 
tinued to practice until his death. 

From 1930 to 1938 Dr. Bray was an 
instructor in the crown and bridge de- 
partment of the University of Illinois 
College of Dentistry. 

He was very much interested in Den- 
tal Society activities and served his local 
branch, Englewood, as a member of sev- 
eral important committees. He was a 


‘ member of the Public and Professional 


Relations Committee of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society, 1933-1935. In 1935 he was 
elected Secretary of the Chicago Dental 
Society and served in that capacity until 
1937. In 1942 he was elected President 
of the Society and was an outstanding 
leader. 

Dr. Bray entered military service in the 
Medical Corps in World War I as a 
lieutenant, and was made a captain be- 
fore the end of the war. 


Those of us who had the good fortune 
to know Dr. Bray, deeply regret the loss 
of so fine a gentleman, dentist, and 
friend.
